ARMENIANS DIE 
BY THOUSANDS. 


Sickness and Hunger Carrying 
Off Poor Refugees. 


American Red Cross Appealed 
to for Quick Aid. 


Many Destitute Also Naked, 
vasly Reports. 


Ss. NIGHT WIRE] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—Miran 
Sevasly, chairman of the Armenian 
National Union of America, called 
on State Department officials today 
to presént further reports of the 
tragic conditions of the Armenians 
and to urge prompt action toward 
setting up an Armenian state. Ca- 
blegrams, Mr. Sevasly said, tell of 
alarming conditions in Armenian 
territory and the pitiful plight of 
deported Armenians in Syria, Pales- 
tine, Egypt, Mesopotamia, Persia 
and the Caucasus. 

Messages say refugees 
by thousands. 

Gen. Ciayton, British commander 
in Syria and Palestine, Mr. Sevasly 
said, has cabled that at least $150,- 
000 is needed monthly to care for 
the Armenian refugees alone in those 
two regions, and the Armenian na- 
tional council in Paris, which repre- 
sents the de facto government of 
Armenia, has appealed to the su- 
preme war council for funds and 
assistance. 

MANY ARE NAKED. | 

Among the cablegrams made pub- 
lic today by Mr. Sevasly was one 
from Belgian Consul Dervichyan, at 
Basra, saying: 

“Learn with deepest sorrow that 
19,000 Armenians accumulated at 
Moswi are naked and absolutely des- 
titute. Archoishop Seropian is 
there with very small funds, but is 
absolutely unable to cope with re- 
quirements unless immediate help is 
given. Most of the refugees are dy- 
ing of sickness and hunger. 

“Please appeal in the name of 
to the Armenian and 
Syrian Relief Society and the Amer- 
ican RedjCross to wire funds and in- 
structions tag their agents or direct 
to Archbishop Seropian at Bagdad. 
Matter is urgent,” 

CALLS FOR HELP. 

Another message from A. Arslan- 
lan of the Armenian National Union 
at Cairo said: 

“Received from Herran, 
Aleppo, that 40,000 refugees are at 
Aleppo and the number is constantly 
increasing. Fifteen thousand have 
received assistance from the military 
authorities. Good local committee 
is organizing relief, but extent of 
destitution far surpassed their finan- 
cial resources Needs clothes and 
coverings and large amounts of 
money. Repatriation has begun.

Contradictory Evidence Piles up in the 
El Centro Murder M ystery. 


The piling up of contradictory 
evidence marked the progress yes- 
terday of the investigation of the El 
Centro murder mystery. 

Strengthening the theory of the 
police and Sheriff Appiestill that the 
slain woman was Mrs. Marguerite 
(Harry) Watkins and the slayer 
‘Harry Ellis was the tentative itden- 
tification by Sam Cole, proprietor 
of the Oregon Hotel, El Centro, of 
the photographs of Mrs. Watkins 
and Ellis, printed in yesterday's 
Times, as those of “Mr. and Mrs. 
Oliver Roberts,” who lived at the 
Oregon from December 25 to Janu- 
ary 5, the day of the murder, with a 
little girl, Mr. Cole says he is 
quite sure of his Jddentification. P. 
T. Cunningham, the El Centro cob-. 
bler, is also ‘pretty sure’ Mrs. Wat- 
kins’s picture is that of the woman; 
who called for the telltale suedey 
shoes sent him for repairs by Mr.’ 
Cole at “Mrs. request. 
Jim Smeed, who sold “Roberts” the 
kerosene later used to burt the 
murdered woman's body, did not 
said he

tion of the cases has been reported. Case re- 
porting in this city is admittedly superior 
to that of almost aly other. Dr. W. H. 
Kellogg. secretary of the California State 
Board of Health, says that the mortality 
record is the only guide and it is the mor- 
tality figures that prove Los Angeles to have 
weathered the epidemic better than almost 
any large city im the United States and cer- 
tainly better than any in the West. . 
The mortality record in Los Angeles has 
not at any time reached as high a figure as 
seventy deaths per week per 100,000 of popu- 
lation. San Francisco's high mark was 
lithe under 150, that ef Stockton over 175, 
Secramento over 200, Washington over 150, 
Bosten over 159. 
in spite of the fact that many physicians 
advocate the wearing of masks ihe actual 
figures available do not support them. 
Masked San Francisco reached ¢ death rete 
more than twice as high as that of maskless 
Los Angeles. The very complete records of 
the State Board of Health indicate conclu- 
sively that the compulsory wearing of masks 
does not affect the pragress of the epidemic. 
One measure of precaution upon which 
practically ali authorities are agreed is ef- 
fective quarantine of cases. Los Angeles 
has the most thoroughly organized system 
of quarantine and case reporting possible. 
This is undeubtedly one of the reasons why 
this city has had such measure of success 
in coping with the epidemic. 
Atmospheric and climatic conditians in 
ies Angeles make for the good health of its 
inhabitants. Los Angeles county has the 
lowest infant mortality rate of any county 
in te country. Opportunity to live much 
tm the open air is a disease resisting factor. 
it ls not surprising then that healthy Los 
Angeles has suffered less from the inroads 
Of influenza than other cities. Again the 
poeple of Southern California can give

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A COMEDY OF RS. 
When the humorists of Pasadena be- 


gan to wear meal sacks over their shapely 


hoads and little Fido was given a nose bag 
when taken out for an airing it was real- 
ized that the day of the @u mask was near 
an end. Even a medical theory will not 
long survive ridicule and masking was only 
a dinky little narrow theory at best. Here 
would be a couple of otherwise brainy docs 
arguing themselves purple in the effort to 
convince the world that the only way to 
keep the influenza bug out of the human 
frame was to strain it through @ muzzie. 


Then along would come a whale school of 


bespectacled physicians and declare that 
the intluenza germ was so small that twenty 
billions of t' »m could do the highland fling 
on the point of a pin and they would pass 
through the finest meshed gauze as easily 
as one would sift eggnogg through a mus- 
tache. They declared that masks were 
merely germ traps where microbes and 
Other wild beasts were gathered in large 
numbevs and then encouraged to trickle or 
ooze their way all through the human 
frame. Always masks were unsanitary and 
if a person had a eenty nip of the flu, or 
“was susceptible, the breathing through 
gauze would centralize the germs right at 
the danger zone. 

So the doctors had it back and forth, 
much to the mixed amusement and con- 
sternation of the laymen. While the 
medicos scrapped the undertakers kept on 
burying their dead and the careless suf- 
vivors continued to marry and give in mar- 
riage, just as they had done far centuries 
before.

He expected to be able to 
retire from the burglary business with its 
sometime unpleasant hazards His remedy 
was merely the pure and undefiled water of 
the Pacific Ocean so that he figured he 
could remain in the business indefinitely if 
he wished. He didn’t have to warry about 
his formula. 

There was the case of the Pasadena 
broker whose slumbers were disturbed by 
the presence of a masked figure ip his room. 
To save his life he turned over all bis valu: 
ables, only ta find in the morning that he 
had given hig wife the $400 that represented, 
bis winnings of three months in the Satur- 
day Night Poker Club. It is dle to say 
that he doesn’t think very highly of the 
muzzling ordinance. 

But very shortly we will be able to for- 
get it all. It is certain we cannot breathe 
as we wish when our features are ob- 
secured by a@ germ-sifter. It ig much like 
sleeping under a dovr Mat. Sunshine and 
fresh air are the best antidotes for all 
germs and nobody cares to have them 
served through a cotton nase bag. That 
Pasadena, the crown city of sunlight and 
orange-laden atmosphere, should have re- 
quired its citizens to wear gauze muzzies 
in the midst of her tourist season seems 
preposterous and it should quickly be re- 
called only as ancient history. 


OVERNMENT MUDDLING. 


President Mackay of the Postal Tele 


graph Company has called upon Postmaster 


Burleson to give him further information } 


and additional guaranties of protection from 
prosecution before he puts into effect on the 
Pacific Coast the increased telephone rates 
ordered by the Postal Department. While 
the telegraph and telephone wires are held 
under seizure by the Federal government 
President Mackay ects as the government's 
agent. But he calls the attention of the 
Postmaster-General to the fect that if the 
Postal Telegraph Company puts those higher 
rates into effect in California it will be act- 
ing in direct violation of a section of the 
State constitution. In that case, he alleges, 
it will be the Postal company and not the 
government that will be prosecuted. 

Naturally Mr. Mackay feels that he is be- 
tween the upper and the nether milistones. 
If he obeys the Federal government he for- 
feits the right of his company to do business 
in California; while if be refuses to act he 
can be fired by the government for in- 
subordination, and same one not having his 
personal interest iv the affairs of the com- 
pany will be put in charge. Here is a clash 
of State and Federal authority that will not 
be easily adjudicated; for, as Mr. Mackay 
points out, the Postal company was satisfied 
with the present rates and there has cer 
tainly been no clamor from its subscribers 
for an increase. Government operation and 
ownership has become more than an expen- 
sive luxury; it has reached the point where 
it becomes an onerous burden.

NE CONFERENCE MISTAKE. 

Perbaps it may have been intended as 
a kind of judgment of Solomon wheu the 
Allied Peace Conference passed a resolution 
asking all the warring factions in Russia, 
Boisheviki included, to meet av Allied com- 
mittee on a@ little island away out in the sea 
of Marmora to discuss Russian affairs. The 
conference may have desired to discover 
who were willing to co-operate and who 
would repulse all outside interference. At 
any rate the suggestion has been the least 
happy one made by the Peace Conference. 
None of the discordant factions will agree 


-to meet at Princes Islands for that confer- 


ence, and a cry of protest fs going up from 
the Allied countries, the first heagd since the 
conference has been in session, against any 
negotiations or compromises with the Bol- 
sheviki. 

President Wilson recommended this con 
ference, and we are afraid that in so doing 
be has marred an otherwise perfect score. 
The on’, voice with which the Allied peo- 
ples care to discuss peace terms with the 
Rolsheviki is that of Allied cannon. The 
Bolsheviki are the greatest bandits of whom 
history bas any record. They hold no 
mandate from the Russian people, they have 
neither legal nor national standing: they 
have destroyed all governmental! institutions 
in Russia, have wrecked industry, impover- 
ighed labor, murdered and pillaged with the 
aplomb of pirates. To sit down beside them 
now an Allied committee would have to de- 
ecend low indeed.

HIEF JUSTICE HANNA. | 
Chief Justice Hanna of the Supreme 
Court of New Mexico has written to The 
Times protesting that his attitude in the 
court proceedings resulting from the de 
barring of Hearst periodicals from parts of 
that State has been misrepresented. “I had 
no idea of defending Mr. Hearst,” writes 
Justice Hanna, “I do not feel, however, that 
the State Council of Defense was justified in 
violating the Federal statutes by the boy-

our people.” Justice Hanna asserts further 
that the question of Mr. Hearst's loyalty did 
not enter into the case. ‘I have not stated 
that | have no reason to question Mr. 
Hearst's loyalty,” he affirms. 

At the time the case was before the Su 
preme Court of New Mexico the members 
of the State Council of Defenge did take 
up the loyalty question. Justice Hanna 
felt that the report of that hearing pub 
lished in The Times tended to raise the 
question of his own loyalty. Such was not 
the intention of The Times, however, and 
we find nothing in the article to suppport 
such a contention. While The Times and 
Justice Hanna may differ in regard to the 
loyalty of Mr. Hearst there can be no differ- 
ence in relation to that of Justice Hanna; 
for The Times has no reason to suspect him 
of aught but patriotic motives. The Times 
can fully appreciate that it is alike annoy- 
ing andeembarassing for one of Justice 
Hanna's standing to have his name associ-

HEN DRAMA SLANDERS LIFE. 

The author who wrote that “vice is 
@ monster of such hideous mien that, to be 
hated, needs but to be seen,” never saw 
any moving pictures or modern dramas, 
else he might have modified the sentiment 
of his rhyme. Vice, seen-in real life, is 
indeed oftet repulsive—end therein lies 
the salvation of many noble, pure-hearted 
young men and women who might otherwise 
fall into pitfalls prepared for the innocent. 
Yet much of our modern so-called art, In- 
stead of “holding a mirror up to nature.” 
is a libel on both nature and bumanity— 
and many of the playwrights, producers 
and managers Of the stage and screen are 
being fqund guilty of thus slandering the 
plain truth. Our chief quarrel with the 
average sensational drama (silent and 
spoken) is that while it pretends to re- 
flect the emotions and to represent the 
natural actions of men and women, it 
really creates situations and actions 
founded too often on the playwright’s or 
producer's false conceptions of life and 
every-lay facts. If a drama presents a 
genuine picture of life as it is. and then 
adds a suggestion of the ideal, it is worth 
seeing or hearing—but how few of such 
dreams do we find. 

Few women are altogether beautiful, and 
Bo woman can fool the public by covering 
up @ mole or scar with @ beauty patch 
Neither is vice, at any time, altogether at- 
tractive nor can it be made to appear so, 
in real life, however it may be glossed 
over. Yet the vampire or the procuress 
of the moving picture is usually presented 
as a perfect beauty and her victims, young 
men and girls, are shown to be having a 


‘perfectly happy time in her gilded palace, 


They all wear fine clothes, smoke gold 
tipped cigarettes and drink fancy wines 
uptil (toward the last of the picture) one of 
the girls suddenly discovers that she is a 
white slave! She drops a note out of the 
window, gets rescued and the place is 
raided. Then the Salvation Army comes 
along and reclaims the girl, who is ashamed 
to return to her home. In the 8S. A. she 
discovers her old sweetheart and he gen- 
erously forgives her. Curtain, 

The average boy or girl, if a little world 
wise, leaves the theater remembering the 
scintillant sins of Parts 1 and 2 and, quite 
rightly, accepting the Salvation Army 
stuff as a sop to sentiment and the cen 
sors.

burepean Socialists meeting in inter-— 
nationa!l convention at Berne, Switzerland, 
have formally recagnised that “it is out of 
the question for the European laborer to 
achieve the American wage scale.”

If it 
is out of the question for the European work- 
mian to receive as high pay. as the workmen 
of America, it is equally out of the question 
for the American manwiacturer to sell the 
product of his factory for as low a price as 


| his European competitor. 


During the last four strenuous years, the 
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question of adequate tariff protection for 
American labor and industry has not been 
acute. The wheels of industry have been 
all thrown away. ‘The European countries 
have been purchasing on borrowed capital 
and the cry has been for certain goods at 
any price. But that condition is vanish- 
ing as rapidly as it came. ‘The business 
of the world is beginning to get back on a 
cash basis. Machinery is being reassembled 
in the European factories and the American 


manufacturer is again faced by the prospect. 


of being undersold by foreign competitors 
employing cheaper labor. 

If American wage scales are to be kept 
higher than those of Europe a tariff must 
he imposed equal to the difference between 
the two. That is fundamental. But an- 
other economic principle is also involved. 
American wage scales must be so adjusted 
that they will not make the price of our 
manufactured articles higher than other 
countries can afford to jmy. Limitless wage 
ecales would quickly ruin our foreign trade 
and ip so doing would close the factories 
and an unemployment crisis would follow. 
On the correct gplution of these two prob- 
lems depends the prosperity of both industr 
and labor.

TAFT SEES ERROR 


IN CONFERENCE PLAN. 


A False Move Made in Recognizing 
the Murderous Bolsheviki. 


BY WILLIAM HOWAKD TAFT. 
Senator Borah objects that the 
plan of the League of Nationg will 
involve the maintenance of a great 
army of the United States to com- 
ply with its obligations under the 
league. It is possible that, should 
we find a nation that defied a judg- 
ment of a league court in such a 
Way as to threaten a general war 
we might have to raise temporarily 
“a larger army than a reasonable 
regulir establishment. But if under 
the convenient distribution of duties: 
among the great powers, that of po- 
licing the western hemisphere were 
primarily intrusted to us, we would 
not. request a larger force than we 
ought without a league to maintain 
and to enforce the Monroe Doc- 
trine. This could easily be raised 
under a proper democratic system of 
universal training, which would give 
us an ample reserve to supplement. 
a small regular military establish- 
ment. This was the suggestion of 
Mr. Roosevelt, whose example as a 
constructive statesman, in helping to 
@ practical League of Nations bg 
proposing alternative substitutes for 
objectionable features of the plan, 
might well be followed by others. 
Of course, in performing our part 
of the task in winning this war and 
in effecting our purpose ia it, we are 
obligated to maintain a force in 
Europe large enough, when added to 
the armies of our Allies, to make 
sure thaf Germany will not rise 
again and to stamp out the evil and 
contagion of Bolshevism where force 
may be necessary for this purpose, 
We must see that it does not spread 
and endanger European civilization. 
It would then threaten us. 


It is difficult to understand how. 
some palliate the outrageous crimes 
of the Bolsheviki leaders and doc- 
trinaires against defenseless and 
innocent members of the wealthy, 
intellectual and bourgeois classes of 
Russian society, whom they slay 
without trial an@ by “selection.” 
These murderous, dirty and un- 
champions are intriguers 
against the peace of the world. By 
the use of gold plundered from their 
fellow countrymen they seek to bribe 
leaders of mobs in other countries 
there to begin arson, murder and 
anarchy. The armies they have got 
together they are marching into 
neighboring states to organize a 
saturnalia of crime in them. 

The Bolshevist minority are not 
seeking to establish a rule of the 
people such as President Wilson 
promised to secure to Russia. The 
rule of the people is the rule of the 
majority. That is the principle of 
self determination, the foundation of 
democracy. It is prevent this 
principle that the Bolsheviki are 
blowing up people both in Rugsia 
and in Germany. : 

The avowed aim of the Bolsheviki 
is that the lowest proletariat, those 
who are not educated, those who are 
not thrifty and do not save and 
those who own no property shall 
govern the country and rule over 
the majority constituted by the 
wealthy, the thrifty and the edi- 
cated. 

They divide society with the rich, 
the bourgeois, and the intellectuals 
on the one hand and the proletariat 
The first three are 
the capitalistic classes, the rest are 
the working classes with no pros- 
perity, no thrift and no education. 
The fourth class is to take all that 
the other three classes have, peace- 
ably if possible, but by force if 
necessary.

Senator Kenyon says the way to 
cure Bolshevism is to remove the 
injustices*which caused it. Is it un- 
just to say that such mild words 
toward the principles and practices 
of the Bolsheviki are likely to be 
misunderstood as intimating an un- 
derlying sympathy with them Do 
such words not palliate the reign of 
terror; the shedding of the blood of 
thousands of innocent victims, the 
suppression of liberty and of free 
speech and press, the starvation of 
three classes, the despotish of a 
fourth and the avowed exaltation of a 
ruthless anarchy? Do not such 
words furnish aid and comfort to the 
I.W.W.’s in this country? 
not encourage the formation of 
soviets, already begun in the far 
Northwest: Do not such words 
ignore and minimize the guarantees 
of life, liberty and property in that 
Constitution which a Senator, with 
all others in authority, is sworn to up- 
hold? Have these guarantees become 
stale and old-fashioned? 

- The Bolsheviki are crusaders. They 
are pushing their propaganda in 
every country. They seek to rouse 
the lawless, the discontented, the 

, the lazy, the shiftless to a 
millennium of plunder and class 
hatred. 

In the light of its aims can anyone 
contend that Bolshevism and the 
danger of its spread are not factors 
to be considered and dealt with in 
the securing of a world peace’? Can 
the peace congress afford to ignore 
Bolshevism when it seeks to thrust 
its bloody, dirty, audacious head inu- 
to every community, even where 
life, liberty and property are pro- 
tected by ordered justice? 

We are advised from Paris that 
the peace congress has, on motion of 
President Wilson, asked a truce be- 
tween the factions in all Russia ex- 
cept Finland, and for a conference 
between representatives of the fac- 
tions and delegates from the con- 
gress. 

The conference is to be held on an 
island in the eSa of Marmora. It is 
called wi the hope that a settie- 
ment can be effected under which 
the Russian people may frame and 
secure a government of liberty, jus- 
tice and peace. We do not wonder 
that France was reluctant even thus 
temporarily to recognize such a 
criminal faction as the Bolsheviki. 
But if the confereuce will reveal to 
the world the facts and bring out in 
clearer outline the real plot of the 
Bolsheviki against Christian civili- 
zation, the concession may prove 
useful. Then the imperative duty 
of the congress of nations to defeat 
and destroy Bolshevism as a threat 
against the world’s peace, justice 
and bappiness will become apparent.

IS UPHELD BY sTATE 
SUPREME COURT.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 28.—The 
H, Jevne Company, a large grocery 
and baking firm of Los Angeles, and 
nine other defendants myst pay ag- 
sregate fines of $11,200 for a con-

MAN PROVES THAT HE WAS 
GIVEN DRINKS AFTER ACCI- 
DENT; IS DISCHARGED. 


That a man may reach the hos- 
pital more or less exhilarated by 


drop when the accident that took him 


there occurred, was shown yester- 
day when J. B. Gaut, a eitrus grow- 
er, Was discharged by Justice Hin- 
shaw. He was accused of driving an 
automobile while intoxicated. The 
case was dismissed on motion of 
Deputy District Attorney McCortney, 
following testimony that while Mr. 
Gaut was declared to be “under the 
influence” at the Receiving Hospital, 
“he was sober when the accident hap- 
pened.” 

Mr. Gaut, on the stand, said he 
had not taken a single drink on that 
day up to the time of the accident. 
He declared that Fred Sawaya and 
Sam Maloof, who were towing an 
automobile and were injured in the 
accident, had no light on the rea 
ear, Mr. Gaut said he was badly hu 
as the result of the accident, that a 
man got off a street car and gave 
him a drink, and that another man 
gave him another before he reached 
the “Receiving Hospital. 

Pr. George Zorb, a police surgeon, 
testified that Mr. Gaut had notice- 
ably been drinking when he reached 
the hospital. Witnesses corroborated 
the assertions of Mr. Gaut as to 
when the drinking was done. 


CHECK UP RECORDS. 


Man Held Here Was Arrested Be- 
fore Federal Officer Says. 


\ Special Agent Hazen, of the 
United States Treasury Pepartment, 
has been hunting up the record of 
Dan Van Wacenen, who is held un 

der a $500 bond in connection with’ 
an indictment charging him with 
using the mails in a scheme to de- 
fraud in operations invo'ving the 
swindling of owners of mining 
property in various locations along 
the Pacific Coast. 

The activity of the United States 
Treasury ofiicials grows out of the 
fact that Van Wagenen, it is 
charged, operated in the Northwest, 
where he represented himself as an 
agent of the Federal secret s@rvice, 
and special agent of the government 
in the sale of Liberty Bonds. 

The memoranda in possession of 
Mr. Hazen shows that Van Wagenen 
was arrested in this city, August 1, 
1912, as a fugitive from justice, he 
being wanted in Chandler, Okla., on 
the charge of securing money on 
false pretenses. It is said that 
there is an embezzlement charge 
pending against Van Wagenen in 
San Francisco. 

When Van Wagenen was ar- 
raigned before United States Dis- 
trict Judge Trippet, following his ar- 
rest at his home in Squth Pasadena, 
on a beneh warrant, following his 
indictment by the Federal grand 
jury, his bond was 
$2500 to $509, and he is now at lib- 
erty on a bond furnished by a local 
security. company.

Five Freed from County Jail 
on Cash Bail. 


Covina I.W.W. Operated from 
Here, it is Said. 


Threatened Strike of Orange 
Pickers F 

Proof that the five alleged Bolshe- 
viki and I.W.W.’s arrested at Covina 
on Saturday are well supplied with 
funds came yesterday, when all were 
released from the County Jail on 
$1000 bali each. J. H. Rychman, 5So- 
cialist attorney, appeared at the. jail 
as their counsel, and through him 
and local representatives of the or- 
ganization the cash bail Was pro- 


duced. 

lt was asserted yesterday by offf- 
cers who have been delving into the 
alleged underground activittes of the 
1.W.W. organization in Southern 
California that the Covina agitators 
are operating under directions of a 
central body in Los Angeles, of whic® 
& man named Mitchell is said to be 
the directing head. 

By the officers it is asserted that 
in the arrest at Covina of Gus Shpzel 


they have’ the ringleader in the lo- 
cal trouble there. They say they 
have evidence to show that he took 
his orders from Mitchell in Los An- 
geles, and that the so-called dissat- 
isfaction among the orange pickers 
near Covina started from sugges- 
tions from Shpzel and his adherents, 
working under direction of Mitchell 
in Los Angeles. Shbpzel was released 
on $200 bail at Covina yesterday. 
Officers say that the assertions of 
Max Rudy, one of the five who were 
in the County Jail, that 150 orange 
pickers had struck for higher wages 
are not true. They say that thirty- 
five pickers were discharged, large- 
ly hecause they spent most of their 
time talking and agitating. A fast 
and industrious picker will have sixty 
boxes to his credit in a day, but none 
of the five averaged more than 
twenty boxes, it is asserted. 
Constable J. J. Saunders, who ar- 
rested the men, along with Esther 
Cooper, a woman agitator, said yes- 


‘terday that he does not believe the 


agitators have any arms. It was 
brought out by questions, however, 
that the men are reported to have 
told Japanese employed. as pickers 
that unless they joined in the so- 
called strike, they would be shot. 
The Japanese did not respond, feel- 
ing that the best way to increase 
their wages Js to perform better la- 
bor. Mexicans are also said to have 
been threatened, The woman was 
released on her own recognizance. 

Although thirty-five men were dis- 
charged at Covina because of their 
agitation and lack of desire to 
work, they contend that they are 
on strike for $4 a day for eight 
hours instead of $3 for nine hours: 
The Charter Oak Citrus Associa- 
tion maintains a home for the 
workers, most of whom seem con- 
tented in it, although the itators 
have used it as their meeting place 
for inciting trouble, they affect a 
dissatisfaction with it. 
Deputy District ' Attorney Van 
Cott, who has been assigned to rep- 
resent the prosecution at Covina to- 
morrow, says the men will be prose- 
cuted to the limit. The authorities 
say that every means of'law will 
be taken to see that Bolshevism is 
stamped out here before being given 
a chance to Incubate.
